First Day of Big Celebration Attended 


by Enthusiastic Crowd Number­ 


ing Over Seven Thousand. 


RA IN IN T E R F E R E S W ITH P L A N S 


Entertainments Given at the City Park 


Highly Commended by the Large 


Audience of Spectators. 


Althoug h the rain Monday pre­ 
vented hundreds o f visitors from at­ 
tending the celebration here, the first 
day o f the Military J ubilee was a de­ 
cided success, and the members o f 
the committees in charg e were well 
pleased with the results. 
It is esti­ 
mated that there were between three 
and four thousand visitors in the city 
Monday, and the number would have 
been much larg er had the weather been 
more favorable. The trains and inter- 
urban cars into Seymour were c r o w d ­ 
ed and many extra coaches were put 
into service. 
The specials on the B. 
& 0 . S -\\ . and the Southern Indiana 
carried hundreds o f passeng ers and 
the traction companies ran several 
special cars during the day. 
The celebration opened with the pa* 
rade, which started promptly at 11 
o ’clock. 
A short 
time before that 
hour the rain beg an with a steady 
downpour, which continued until early 
in the afternoon, and which prevented 
a number o f features o f the parade j 
from appearing . None o f the automo- i 
biles were in the line o f march, as had 
been planned. 
The parade was preceded by a 
squad o f policemen, who cleared the 
streets o f horses and vehicles. 
Fol­ 
lowing the officers were the captains 
o f the various drill teams, the members 
o f which appeared in uniform. 
The 
two bands, the News N e w sbo y s and 
the Seymour Military bands, 
fur­ 
nished tht* music during the march. 
The Zouaves were also in uniform and 
marched behind the Seymour band. 
A feature o f the parade was the 
floats, which were arrang ed and dec­ 
orated by several o f the merchants. 
The first appearing was that ot the 
Hub clothing store, which represented 
an airship; following this was a float 
representing Iloudley’s store, behind 
which was a display of the Minorcas 
owned by Georg e ( lark and which 
have taken many prizes throug hout 
the United States. 
The float of the 
Beider's stores attracted much atten­ 
tion for its uniqueness and beauty. 
The one o f the Gold Mine was also at­ 
tractive and was especially interest­ 
ing to the children on account o f the 
doll ferris wheel which was arrang ed. 
Following this was tin* yoke ot oxen, 
which attracted much attention be­ 
cause o f the comparison with the o th­ 
er features o f Hie parade. 
Voss' am­ 
bulance, with Dr. L. B. Hill as attend­ 
ing physician, also accompanied the 
line o f march about the city. 
Immediately after the conclusion o f 
the parade a larg e number o f visitors 
went to the park for the afternoon 
prog ram, which consisted o f very en­ 
tertaining features. 
The Zouave drill 
was well received, and althoug h it had 
been seen here before, was g reatly 
appreciated. 
The attack on tin* sup­ 
posed enemy and the act o f scaling 
the improvised stone wall was g reatly 
enjoyed by the larg e audience. 
The act o f the acrobats and e q u i l i ­ 


b r i s t s was applauded and hig hly com­ 


plimented. 
The performance o f the

Probably none o f the feature.- were 
enjoyed with more delig ht than the 
act by the trained g oats. 
While they 
did not pet form with the promptness 
o f trained animals, the act was very 
g ood and met with the hearty ap­ 
proval o f the crowd. 
Music was fur­ 
nished throug hout the afternon and 
evening by the two bands. 
Much interest was manifested in 
the results o f the big lig ht at Iicno, 
Nev., and which were received by 
rounds at the park and announced at 
the stand arrang ed by the Bolder 
stores. 
The bulletins were received 
over the Postal wires, and delivered 
promptly at the park. 
In the evening the afternoon prog ram 
was repeated before a larg e audience. 
The committee reported this morning 
that there were 7,024 paid admissions 
into the park during the day. 
It is 
estimated that at one time during the 
afternoon there were fully live thou­ 
sand people on the g rounds. 
The day, as a whole, was a success, 
and proved very entertaining for the 
crowds o f visitors who attended the 
celebration.

Picric acid is free from this objection, 
but its employ ment is too dangerous.

Among the many new plants recent­ 
ly brought Into this country by the 
government’s 
agricultural 
explorers 
are a hull-less oat and hull-less bar­ 
ley, both from China; a cabbage that 
grows on a tall stalk; gourds, grown 
on 
trellises, which are a palatable 
vegetable when young; a blue rasp­ 
berry, from India; peppers of unfamil­ 
iar kinds, from tropical America; a 
Japanese reed, suitable for mats; 
a 
little watermelon the size of a grape 
fruit (from ttoumania), which ought 
to recommend itself for restaurants 
and clubs; a Chinese tree that bears 
wine-colored fruits resembling straw7- 
berries; a w'alnut with a thin shell 
like that of a peanut; 
some brand- 
new7 varieties of 
potatoes from the 
^rehfpelago of Chiloe, off the coast of 
Chile, where the potato is supposed to 
have originated, and a number 
of 
choice species of bamboos. 
The bamboos, by the way, are being 
propagated on a considerable scale in 
the experimental gardens maintained 
by the government plant bureau at 
Chico. Cal. 
Before long, according to 
present plans, groves of the best va­ 
rieties will be establshed in various 
parts of the south; and, when they 
have had time to develop manufactur­ 
ers wrlll be invited to take a look at 
them, and will be supplied with ma­ 
terial from them in sufficient quanti­ 
ties for trial in the making of barrel 
hoops, ladders, trays, furniture, and 
ever so many other things which bam­ 
boo wood is good for. 
As yet, in this 
country, we are sadly ignorant of the 
usefulness of the bamboo.

PREHISTORIC FACTORY. 


Place W here Slone Agr People Made 
Many Flint Implem ents. 
Discoveries made on 
the 
Kentish 
bank of the 
Thames between 
Erith 
and Gravesend during the last few 
years, and the numerous “finds” made 
still more recently point almost con­ 
clusively to a state of populous pros­ 
perity in this district not only during 
the Roman occupation of the country, 
but w'hen the prehistoric inhabitants 
ran abou1- during the 
Stone Age in 
what is generally called a state of 
nature. 
F u rth er inland, to the south, the old 
Roman road and the Roman remains 
that have been discovered at various 
times leave no room for doubt that 
there were places of some importance 
in that vicinity. The spot in which the 
most important discoveries were made 
is at Northfleet, on the banks of what 
is believed to have been a noteworthy 
stream and navigable for the craft of 
the ancient Britons, the Romans and 
the Danes who followed them, and are 
known to have utilized the natural fa 
cilities of the place for those sorties 
which were so much feared 
by the 
British. 
This stream is now7 little more than 
a driblet, and navigable for nothing 
larger than children’s toy boats. 
It 
was during the gigantic excavations of 
a steam navvy that the first of the im­ 
portant antiquarian 
discoveries was 
made. 
This was the uncovering of a 
large “field” of flint implements lying 
beneath the soil on top of the ancient 
chalk w7hich has been deposited here 
to a great depths 
These flints, almost 
without exception, are of a war-like 
character of the types termed flaked 
flints. 
Hundreds of these have been 
found, and 
are being 
preserved 
to 
form a museum. 
Specimens are still being found, and 
the collection, when complete, prom­ 
ises to be the largest and most import­ 
a n t of its kind. 
The condition of the 
specimens and their presence in such 
enormous quantities, and the fact that 
they are all 
of the one character 
would point to the conclusion that 
here was situated a large and profit­ 
able factory. 
The second of these recent discov­ 
eries, which is even more important, 
is that of a Roman villa, and there is 
now reason to believe 
that beneath 
the foundations of this building are 
the walls of another. 
Work on these 
excavations may reveal yet more in­ 
teresting facts connected with the an­ 
cient dwellers in that region.

the serious ones such as that of Wed 
nesday night 
It is a very common 
thing for a “stranger,” bored by some 
dull speaker in the House, to produce 
a newspaper from his pocket, spread 
it out on his knee and begin to read. 
In a few7 seconds he will find himseli 
nudged by hiâ neighbor, and looking 
along the row of fellow-strangers he 
will see that the attendant has set all 
the elbows working and is signaling 
imperatively for the immediate remov­ 
al of the newspaper from sight. News­ 
papers are forbidden even to members 
of the House. 
Occasionally a stranger is so im­ 
pressed by his surroundings th at he 
forgets to remove his hat. 
The peers 
in the gallery have to take off their 
hats, and a noble earl was publicly 
reminded of the rule a session or two 
ago. 
The clapping of hands, though a

than these, is often

THEY LEAD THE WORLD. 


Goriium Cities Are I nrl*nle«l When 
It Comes to A rrangem ent. 
I know of no cities in the modern 
world 
which 
compare 
with 
those 
which have arisen in Germany during 
the past twenty years, writes Frederic 
C. 
Howe in Scribner’s. 
There are 
none in Great Britain, from which 
country official negotiations are con­ 
stantly crossing 
the North 
Sea to 
study the achievements of the German 
city, and there are none in France. 
Important as is the honesty and the 
efficiency of the German city, it is the 
bigness of vision, boldness of execu­ 
tion, and farsighted outlook on the 
future that are most amazing. 
Ger­ 
m any is building her cities as Bis­ 
marck perfected the army before Sa- 
dowa and Sedan; 
as the empire is 
building its worships and m erchant­ 
men, as she develops her waterways 
and educational systems. 
In planning the new type of town, 
German architects saw that it would 
grow as had the city of the old style. 
So they enlarged the boundaries. They 
annexed suburban land. The present 
area of Düsseldorf, with its 300,000 
people, is 29,000 acres; 
of Cologne, 
with a population of 428,700, is 28,800; 
of Frankfort, with a population of 
335,000, is 23,203. 
Having 
enlarged 
its area the city was in a position to 
control its development, to plan for 
its building. 
It called in its archi­ 
tects and its engineers or it sent to a 
neighboring university for an expert. 
A plan is made of the surrounding 
territory, of the topography of the 
land, the natural advantages, the prox­ 
imity to the railways, and the prob­ 
able uses to which the region will be 
put. 
The prevailing winds are stud­ 
ied, and factories are only permitted 
to locate in certain prescribed areas. 
In some cities they are excluded from 
the business and residence sections 
altogether. 
If 
the neighborhood is 
suited for manufacturing, it is dedi­ 
cated to industrial uses. 
11>‘ it is a 
working-class quarter, the streets and 
parking are adjusted to workingmen’s 
homes. 
If it is suited for homes of a 
more expensive sort, the plan is upon 
a more elaborate scale. 
The forethought of the city does not 
end here. 
Streets, boulevards, parks, 
open spaces and sites for public build­ 
ings and schoolilouses are laid out far 
in advance of the city’s growth.

I think there is a 
tendency among the thinking people 
of the south to come to the conclusion 
ihat the two races have got to live 
there together and that it is the sensi­ 
ble thing to live in peace, so that each 
race can Help the other. 
“Down south the negro is not de­ 
barred from places 
requiring skilled 
labor. 
He doesn’t get into such jobs 
up north by hook or crook, as a rule. 
I cannot give the reason, but it is a 
fact. 
In the south he gets a chance 
to work. 
Tine colored man gets a bet­ 
ter chance in the south and he is far 
better off there as a rule than in the 
north. 
“You will find in the south, if you 
travel a good deal, and I have gone 
into a great many communities down 
there, th at between the individual ne­ 
gro and the white man in the south 
there is a close relation of friendship. 
This is the sort of thing you do not 
hear about—the thousands of things 
that tend to promote good will. 
It is 
only about the rare difficulties that 
rei>orts find their way up north.

have referred to the banks that are 
owned by negroes. 
But the negro can 
get equal credit with the white man 
and can borrow money at the white 
m an ’s bank on the same terms that 
a white man can get it.

Bar H arbor, Me., July 5.— Chief Jus­ 
tice Melville W. Fuller of the United 
States suprem e court died at his sum ­ 
m er home at the little town of Sorren- i 
to, near here, at 6 o'clock Monday j 
morning. 
D eath was due to heart 
failure, superinduced by B right’s dis­ 
ease, from which the veteran jurist 
had long been a sufferer.

The death of the chief justice was 
entirely unexpected, as he had been 
in apparently good health, and there 
had been no prem onitory sy m ptom of 
any kind of trouble.

In the show rooms of one of the lo­ 
cal garages at Lowell, say s the Bos­ 
ton Herald , is on ex hibition what is 
believ ed to be the first steam-d riv en 
au tomobile ev er inv ented in this cou n­ 
try , one which serv ed the id eas and 
fu lfilled the ex pectations of its bu ild er 
perfectly . 
The machine, a rather od d - 
looking affair as compared with a mod ­ 
ern car, was the inv ention of William 
W. Au stin, who d ied last y ear in Win- 
throp. 
Mr. Au stin was born in Dighton 
eighty -fiv e y ears ago, and at the age 
of 9 was left an orphan. 
When a 
y ou ng man he became apprenticed to 
a blacksmith and after remaining at 
his trad e for a few y ears went to 
Boston and ev entu ally to Lowell. 
In 186 0, at the v ery ou tbreak of the 
Civ il War, he started to work on his 
first 
au tomobile. 
His second effort 
was the machine which is now on ex ­ 
hibition here. 
He took his inv ention

A few y ears later, while away from 
the city , a mental pictu re of the spot 
where it was bu ried flashed into his 
mind , and he retu rned here with all 
haste and after some efforts located 
the notes where he had bu ried them. 
Decomposition had d estroy ed the ou ter 
ed ges, bu t he appealed to the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasu ry and the notes 
were red eemed .

EN y ears ago it was fou nd that it was possible to cross the 
cow with the nativ e American bu ffalo. 
In fact, the cross was 
mad e, and the herd s hav e been d ev eloped u ntil at present there 
are more than 300 head in the United States. 
“Bu ffalo Jones” 
of Arizona has a thriv ing herd , and another of ev en greater 
nu mbers is that on the Good ale ranch in the panhand le of 
Tex as. 
Great, shaggy , high-withered 
steers stalk abou t the 
field s, ov erlord ing their d omestic ancestors in no mean manner. 
This is a creatu re that nev er ex isted in the world u ntil recently , say s 
the Washington Post. 
All the su ns that shone in the past failed to see its 
like. 
It. is a new thing in the world . 
The important qu estion is whether 
it is a u sefu l thing. 
This qu estion is not y et d ecid ed , bu t it is well within 
the range of possibilities that it will prov e more profitable to raise the hy brid 
than the cow, and if this is prov ed the latter will pass away and in its place 
will remain the new creatu re, the cattelo, for so it is called throu gh a com­ 
bination of the names of its ancestors. 
There are a nu mber of points in which the cattelo su rpasses the d o­ 
mestic cow. 
It is of greater activ ity and can find a liv elihood where the 
cow wou ld starv e. 
Mou ntain fastnesses and barren plains lend themselv es 
as pastu rage for it where herd s of cattle cou ld nev er graze. 
Likewise the 
frozen north cou ntries lend themselv es to the grazing of cattelo where cows 
cou ld not resist the cold . 
The cattelo has a shaggy coat inherited from its 
wild ancestor that is withou t a peer as a resister of cold . 
Interior Alaska 
might be ind u ced to y ield u p billions were cattelo brou ght there to pastu re. 
Bu t there is still another of the brand -new animals that appears more 
attractiv e than all the rest. 
This is the zebrass, offspring of the roy al zebra 
of Aby ssinia and the plebeian ass of the west. 
It has been d ev eloped u nd er 
the special care and gu id ance of the United States gov ernment itself, and 
the hope is strong that there will resu lt a hearer of bu rd ens and d rawer of 
load s that will su rpass any d omestic animal now known. 
Fiv e y ears ago 
King Menelik of Aby ssinia sent to Presid ent Roosev elt the finest zebra in all 
his d omain, and the Aby ssinian zebras are the largest and hand somest in 
the world . 
As his back y ard was alread y filled with things from the wild , 
the Presid ent tu rned the zebra ov er to gov ernment scientists of the Depart­ 
ment of Agricu ltu re, who, being agog with the newly fou nd id ea of the times, 
that of inv enting new animals, set abou t u sing his roy alty of the stripes for 
that pu rpose. 
The asses they alread y had in plenty of the v ariety of the patient Mex i­ 
can bu rro that bears the packs of the prospectors of the west. 
The ex peri­ 
ments were carried on at the ex periment station at Bethesd a, near Washing­ 
ton. 
To-d ay there are fiv e y ou ng hy brid s ru nning abou t the place and d e­ 
claring themselv es the v ery latest things in animals. 
The old est zebrass, the 
first of its kind , was born a little more than a y ear ago. 
It is a riy ale, and 
those that followed are all females, this fact offering the possibility of d ev el­ 
oping the herd v ery rapid ly . 
Animal growers throu ghou t the cou ntry are 
waiting with great interest the fu rther d ev elopment of these strange crea­ 
tu res. 
And the possibilities loom large to all appearances. 
The zebrass seems 
to hav e combined many of the good qu alities of both its parents, and is one 
of the prettiest creatu res in the world . It has the heav y coat.of hair of its 
mother on the bod y and the short coat of its father on the head and legs, 
thu s ex aggerating its alread y apparent trimness. 
The stripes of the male 
parent are present, bu t greatly d immed on the bod v , while v iv id on the legs. 
The greatest hy brid that the world has ev er known is the mu le. 
This 
is a cross between the horse and the ass. 
The resu ltant mu le was, howev er, 
barren, and the possibility of d ev eloping a more perfect ty pe throu gh selec­ 
tion d id not ex ist. 
The mu le had to be taken as he was and mad e the most 
of. 
At that he has borne the bru nt of cornficd d labor at home and tu gged 
the nation’s cannon into the ev er ad v ancing frontier. 
He has su rpassed in 
many way s both the horse and the ass that bred him. 
The zebrass is ev i­ 


d ently a creatu re su perior in ev ery way to the mu le, and , it is believ ed , 
with selection and scientific breed ing, it will take a place in the world that 
will tend to retire the latter and possibly the horse from the field of action. 
Bu t of the new tu rn taken by scientists is a great law of hered ity which 
was d ed u ced first by an Au strian monk, Gregor Mend el, \\*u o liv ed half a 
centu ry ago. This monk in his cloistered gard en stu d ied long the laws that 
gov ern the things that grow and their relation to the parents that bred 
them. 
He established , in the first place, the fact that all things hav ing life, 
be they plant or animal, are controlled by the same laws. 
Then he worked 
on the hy pothesis that giv en traits of either or both parents wou ld occu r 
in generations that followed in certain mathematical proportions. 
He 
bred 
together for many y ears plants and animals hav ing certain d issimilar and 
read ily recognized qu alities and noted the recu rrence of each in the genera** 
tions that followed . 
Finally he worked ou t of these figu res the greatest law 
of hered ity that science has ev er 
known and sot it d own for posterity . 
Little was thou ght of it at the time, and it was neglected u ntil, within tfto 
past ten y ears, it h as been hit u pon, has been prov ed and re-prov ed a thou ­ 
sand times and finally has been established as the one great and correct 
law. This law’ the gov ernment has taken great pains to prov e.

The wood en Ind ian has gone to th? 
attic, the basement and the wood pile. 
He no longer is the recognized sign of 
the tobacco store, say s the Chicago 
News. 
Time w’as when the proprietor of a 
tobacco store consid ered the statu e of 
the American aborigine stand ing at 
the entrance of his d oorway a neces­ 
sary ad ju nct to his bu siness. 
It was 
regard ed by the proprietor with the 
same feeling of prid e that now sw’ells 
in a man’s bosom when he 
watches 
his hu ge electric sign attracting the at­ 
tention of the crowd s in the 
street. 
When a new coat of paint cov ered the 
front of his store the Ind ian w’as ad orn­ 
ed with a new su it of attractiv e colors. 
At night the statu e carefu lly was re­ 
mov ed within the bu ild ing, and the 
first d u ty of the janitor the nex t morn­ 
ing was to pu t the sign on d u ty in it.fi 
accu stomed place. 
A few tobacco d ealers still hav e the 
Ind ian sign. 
They consid er it 
now 
more as a keepsake than an asset to 
their bu siness, and d on’t giv e it the 
care and attention it d emand ed former­ 
ly . 
They bou ght it many y ears ago 
when its presence was consid ered nec­ 
essary to the sale of tobacco and their 
attachment for the relic prev ents them 
from u sing it for kind ling. 
The retail tobacco bu siness has u n­ 
d ergone a rev olu tion d u ring the Ia-.t 
fifteen y ears, and the Ind ian was one 
of the old cu stoms slated for the tobog­ 
gan. 
When mod ern way s and .mod ern 
stores began to encroach u pon the d in­ 
gy , u ntid y tobacco stand s of the pio­ 
neers, the reformers chose to regard 
the absence of the Ind ian as a mark of 
their kind . 
The electric sign or the 
u nassu ming “Cigars and Tobaccos” on 
the wind ows d owned the chief. 
Other things, too, aid ed cu stom in 
d iscard ing the wood en Ind ian. On nar­ 
row sid ewalks the 
life-sized 
statu e 
mou nted on a large base was a seriou s 
obstru ction and often it was necessary 
for ped estrians to pass it in single file. 
This led to ord inances 
and 
laws 
against street obstru ctions, and the 
wood en Ind ian became ill. 
At this 
stage in the history of the retail tobac­ 
co bu siness wind ow d ecorations came 
into v ogu e. The big signs prev ented a 
v iew of a clev er wind ow d isplay and 
d iscretion led the shopkeeper to abaiir 
d on the old scheme for the new. 
The u se of an Ind ian statu e as a 
sign of a tobacco store is commonly 
accred ited to the fact that the red man 
i/an the first to u se tobacco.

Although many who are interested 
in the lumb er b usiness profess to b e­ 
lieve that the long-prophesied timb er 
famine is as iar off as ever, informa­ 
tion to the contrary is altogether con­ 
clusive. 
Wood, as a material for gen­ 
eral construction, is soon to have its 
day. 
Those who know the facts have 
set down iigurts that are convincing 
enough in all conscience. 
The sup­ 
ply is known, the growth increase is 
known, the use and destruction esti­ 
mated, though information upon cut 
ting is withheld or misstated, fires 
devastate and insects and fungus dis­ 
eases destroy b eyond our knowledge. 
Recently the writer made a timb er 
survey for the owners of a little b ack­ 
woods lot of forty thousand acres in 
the Shenandoah 
Mountains 
of 
Vir 
ginia, a virgin b it of forest never 
cut over. 
The conditions are much 
the same as in the entire Appalachian 
region. 
Two 
chains 
of mountains 
traverse the tract lengthwise, and on 
these fertile slopes chestnut, chest­ 
nut oak. and white oak grow. 
Tn the 
deep valleys the larger timb er is to 
b e found—giant 
white 
pines, 
hem­ 
locks, tulip 
poplars, ash, 
oak, and 
chestnut. 
But within the last 
ten 
years the b ark b eetle has killed near­ 
ly all the white ¡line, rotting logs five 
feet in diameter lie on the ground. 
From the highest mountain-top the 
great slopes of the widest valley on 
the tract could b e seen, over forty 
sq uare miles of tangled thickets, the 
haunt of b ear and wildcat. 
But what of the future supply of 
construction 
material? 
The metals 
can not b e relied on in general, not 
even if aluminum should b ecome as 
cheap as wood ever was. 
There Is 
b ut one thing to look to, the making 
of a sub stance that will b e strong, as 
light, as durab le, and as cheap as 
wood. 
And if it is all these, it may 
also b e a deal b etter than wood, for 
it need have no grain and will, there­ 
fore, b e eq ually strong in all direc­ 
tions and 
comparatively 
free from 
considerab le shrinking, swelling, and 
cracking. 
Manufacturing a Board 
The product must b e water-proof 
and very desirab ly fire-proof. 
To b e 
inexpensive and plentiful, a cheaply 
grown fib er must b e the b asic materi 
al, compacted In convenient sizes and 
made as free from grit as possib le 
so that it may b e dimensioned and 
tooled into the thousands of shape 
and sizes needed. 
The fib rous plants 
and grasses from which papers are 
made, as rice, esparto, wheat, south 
ern wire-grass, etc., 
are 
worthy of 
consideration. 
There are the fib er 
that can b e cheaply and roughly ret 
ted from the hemps, 
domestic and 
wild, and somewhat allied to these 
are the milk-weeds and the dogb ane 
or Indian hemp. 
It is pretty nearly ob vious that 
some cementiug material must b e the 
means wherein- the fib ers are to b e 
held together, b ut here Is the real 
prob lem: 
It is little troub le to make 
an artificial hoard. 
Layers of paper 
pasted together are strong and rigid 
and far stronger when glue is used 
It can b e made reasonab ly water 
proof when shellac is employed as the 
cement. 
But the expense—it would 
cost a hundred dollars to construct 
a fifty-cent 
chlcken-coop 
with such 
material. The b asic material in wood 
is cellulose, self-cementing under ua 
ture’s 
skilled 
workmanship. 
The 
nearest approach to Its use 
is 
the 
proprietary 
celluloid; 
cellulose 
dis­ 
solved b y a process that makes it 
highly inflammab le and allied to gun 
cotton or nitro-cellulose. 
Then there are the rub b ers, the 
latex In the sap of many trees, which 
are 
wonderfully 
adhesive, 
water­ 
proof, and practically fire-proof, 
hut 
they oxidize rapidly and hence disin­ 
tegrate. 
And what a godsend such a thin 
as artificial lumb er would b e for the 
preservation of the forests! 
The cut­ 
ting necessary in scientific forestry 
would furnish all the veneers, panels, 
moldings, etc., needed for decorative 
purposes. 
Imagine, then, a piano case or o*h 
er piece of excellent cab inet work 
having a core 
made of compressed 
fib er instead of the usual soft wood, 
and with one or b oth sides veneered 
with mahogany, walnut, or rosewood, 
as desired. 
Imagine a house that is 
framed, 
weather-hoarded, 
roofed, 
floored, and even ceiled with well- 
fitting pieces that do not shrink, swell, 
nor split, and that are entirely fire­ 
proof, and 
within, the architraves, 
b ases, sash, b alusters, stair-rail. and 
steps of solid wood, while the doors, 
mantels, wainscots, 
stair-risers, and 
paneled ceilings are veneered. 
As certain 
as axes swing 
faster 
than trees ran grow, artificial lum­ 
b er will come, and we can not wait 
for it many years longer.—-Collier’s 
Weekly.
